ominous. Foe 60 years he found rest in" 
other forms of activity and peace in new 
struggles. Work has been his only rec- 
reation. 
Fresh responsibilities 
never 


failed to renew his vigor. His friends 
are beginning to understand now what 
Sir Andrew Clark saw clearly—that for 
such a man to fold his hands means de- 
spair and death. 


Eveiy effort will be made now to pro- 


vide the warrior statesman with tasks 
and ambitions sufficiently important to 
keep alive that energy which craves and 
feeds upon what in most men would 
destroy it. 
If his enthusiasm can be 


revived, he may remain many days a 
figure of which the nation will be most 
proud. If not, then nothing can long 
delay the end. 


The most remarkable effect of Mr. 


Gladstone's retirement has been clearly 
emphasized in connection with his first 
public appearance. His enemies have 
already become his friends. Ho has com- 
pletely ceased to be a partisan figure in 
English politics.—London Cor.

The Senate is probing the surface of 


the sugar trust. Some are in favor of 
going deeper but *he majority will 
probably oppose it, as it is not always to 
the advantage of law-makers to have 
their connection with monopolies ex- 
posed to the public gaze. 


The sugar trust is an outgrowth of 


the McKlnley bill; which placed raw 
sugar on the free list and a duty of one 
half cent per pound on reflned sugar. 
As raw sugar does not find its way to 
the table or kitchen every household is 
taxed to pay a tribute to the trust. 


Senator Pettigrew of South Dakota, a 


Republican, gives the genesis of the 
sugar trust in a speech which he de- 
livered in the United States Senate a 
few days ago. In 1890 the Senate 
amended the MoKiuley bill by equaliz- 
ing duties aud providing for a non- 
partisan commission to revise the 
tariff. He voted for the bill as amended, 
but the Senate Committee in confer- 
ence receded from the amendments 
and he refused to vcta for the report. 
These amendments were not against 
protection, but wore a^nhist excessive 
duties which eoabled the formation of 
trusts and combinations to rob the 
people. 
The proposition to place re- 


flned sugar on the free list in theMc- 
Kialey bill met with great opposition 
uud a demand of one-half cent per 
pound on all reflned sugar was granted. 
When the bill passed the sugar trust 
was organized with a capital stock of 
$75,000,000, though the total value of 
the property owned by the trust was 
less than oue-thir.l of that amjunt. 
The stock of the company rose above 
par, aud the trust paid 12 percent divi- 
dacila 
oa $75,OJD,OJJ, 
thus taking

unscr.:oi«loiis speculators. It is now 
admitted that sugar is reflned at 
cost of less than one-tenth of a cent 
per pound, yet the sugar trust has the 
effroatery to ask that their business 
shall again 
bo protected, and the 


framerd of the Wilson bill have re- 
sponded to their request. 


The trust was organized under Re- 


publican auspices. It robs the people 
annually of twenty-flve or thirty mill, 
ion dollars. This robbery is perpe 
taated under the guise of protection 
and the Democratic Congress indorses 
it by providing that it shall be con 
tinned under the proposed tariff re 
form bill now before Congress. 


It has been stated that the only dif 


ference between Clevolandism and Re 
publicanism is in tariff schedules, bu 
investigation is disclosing facts which 
show that they do not differ even on 
schedules where monopolies are to be 
fostered aud speculators given oppor 
tunity to plunder the people.

DENVEB, June 1.—The Platt river 


continued to rise until 3 A. M. to-day 
and a raging torrent is running 
through the city. In Jerome Park, 
Dolfax and the river bottoms in this 
:ity 350 families w^re compelled to flee 
o higher grounds. 
One boy was 


drowned. 


Five hundred families were made 


homeless by the flood in and around 
Denver. Over 100 persons have ap- 
plied to the County Commissioners for 
aid. 
Forty families are imprisoned in 


a schoolbouse at Jerome, but they are 
not thought to be in danger. 


BOULDEB, Colo., June 1.—The pipe 


factory, five houses, railroad tracks all 
over the city and railroad bridges have 
jeen washed away by the flood. Boulder 
Creek and Poverty Flat are submerged. 
The Sunset branch of tbe Gulf Railroad 
and the Mountain Road are entirely 
gone. 
Crismar. and Salina, mining 


camps in Boulder Canyon are wiped 
out of existence. They had a popula- 
tion of about 2,000. No lives were lost. 
Many placer mines are ruined. Tbe

JUSTICE AT WASHINGTON. 


The old Ford theater at Washington 


in which Pi-esideut Lincoln was assas 
sinated in April, 1865, was in recen 
years used by the Pension Bureau. A 
number of clerks were employed in the 
building and the attention of Colone 
Aiusworth, Chief of the Division o 
Records of the Pension Office, was 
called to the unsafe condition of tbe 
building. He paid no attention to the 
matter, and last June it collapsed from 
sheer rottenness, and a score or more 
of clerks in Colonel Ainsworth's divis 
ion v.-t-rs killed by the falling walls and 
timbunj. An investigation proved con 
clusively that Aiusworth was guilty o 
criminal negligence, and the Granc 
Jury indicted him for manslaughter 
Now an obliging Judge, probably th 
same one who sent Jacob Coxey to 
prison for stepping on the grass, has 
ordered the indictment against Ains 
worth quashed, because it did not show 
that Ainsv orth caused the building to 
fall. The authorities did not want the 
case tried iu open court. The evidenc 
would show tha criminal carelessness 
of officials in one of the departments 
and, 
perhaps, attract attention 
to 


others, and the charge was dismissed

WASHINGTON, June 1.—The right of

sence, as tbe law which once gave this

The assas- 
sination at Shanghai of Kim Ok Kim, 
tho Korean conspirator, was the climax 
of 10 years of sleepless pursuit of this 
rof ngee by emissaries of the Korean gov- 
ernment 


It seems that Kim, who was the lead- 


er iu the Seonl palace plot of 1884 and 
fled to Japan to avoid death, recently 
received letters from an old Korean exile 
in Shav ~hai offering to pay him a large 
styn t;..it had been due many years if 
lie -wo. Id go to Shanghai 
About the 


same titno Kim received an invitatioa 
to go to Shanghai from Lord Li, former- 
ly Chinese minister to Japan, specially 
instructed by Viceroy Li Hung Chang. 
This stop was taken by the viceroy, it 
ir. assumed, owing to the increasing in- 
fluence of Russia in Korean affairs, and 
he felt tho necessity of an alliance •« ith 
Japan as a setoff against the encroach- 
ments of Russia. For this reason the 
attitude of China toward Japan in con- 
nection with Korean matters has become 
much milder of late, as may be in- 
stanced in the appointment of a much 
more easy going minister in the place 
of Yuan, the late representative of 
China in Japan. With this change of 
policy the support given by China to 
the Ming family has sensibly declined, 
and their influence has in consequence 
waned. Lord Li intended to have held 
a conference with Kim, with the idea 
of drawing up a programme of progress- 
ive party politics which it was proposed 
to introduce again into Korea. 


Kim saw the means of gaining a 


small fortune and of increasing his pres- 
tige with China and Japan. He saw 
that the latter might lead to his return 
to power. So he ignored tho danger and 
started for Shanghai. Whether the as- 
sassin accompanied him is not known, 
but the day after he reached Shanghai 
Kim was killed in a foreign hotel. 


Tho assassin, Kwo Sho, was caught 


and held for trial. He belongs to a fam- 
ily said to havo hold an official position 
for generations in the peninsular king- 
dom. 
Ho oamo to Japan in 1888, al- 


most resourceless, and earned a difficult 
livelihood by various devices. Never- 
theless in 1890 he managed to procure 
money for a trip to Europe, where he 
spent three years, often encountering 
great 
hardship, but always finding 


means to live without recourse to char- 
ity. Returning to Japan, he showed a 
keen interest in politics. 
Those who 


know him best declare he is an adven- 
turer who would undertake any crime 


I for sufficient reward, 
j 
On the same day that Kim was killed 


a plan was devised for murdering Boku 


i Ei Ko, another Korean who had solicit- 
ed funds for a school in Tokyo for train- 
ing Korean youth. One of the students, 
Tai Gen, told his fellows that he had 
been ordered by Li Itsu Shoku, a Ko- 
rean, who claimed to have instructions 
from tho king at Seoul, to murder Bo- 
ku. 
The lad hesitated because the vic- 


tim had been good to him. 
Li and the 


students were arrested. 


After Kim fled from Korea repeated 


efforts were made by the Korean govern- 
ment to procure his extradition, but the 
Japanese foreign office refused to enter- 
tain any such demand, obviously op- 
posed, as it was, to the practice of civi- 
lized nations. For n time the refugoe 
was prudent enough to avoid any act 
that might shake the Japanese govern- 
ment's decision or endanger his own 
privilege of asylum. But as time went 
by ho acquired assurance and began, or 
was bupposed to have begun, fresh de- 
signs against the public peace of the 
country. The Japanese authorities had 
then to choose between running the risk 
of 
troublesome 
complications with 


Korea, or ordering Kim to leave Japan, 
or removing him to some place where 
his machinations would bo practically 
powerless. 
The first of these courses 


wotild have been plainly unstatesman- 
like, the secojvl *-\ uld have involved 
Kim's death. -irr\ tho third was open to 
several olnoc^itius. 
Nevertheless the 


last couiao was chosen. Kim was sent 
to the Bonin islands. Here he lived a 
comfortable and uneventful life for some 
years. 


Finally it was decided that the cli- 


mate of the Bonins did not agree with 
Kim, and he went to Tokyo. An im- 
pression constantly prevailed among the 
Japanese that Kim could never rest 
without making some final attempt to 
carry out the programme which failed 
so signally in 1884. It is said that in 
his early days he three times dissipated 
tho whole of his resources in gambling, 
and that his speculative tendency did 
not disappear, but only took u different 
direction in later years. 


In his own country and in China he 


was always regarded as a factor "of po- 
tential magnitude in the oriental ques- 
tion. 
The anxiety of his government 


about him was shown by repeated at- 
tempts to get possession of his person, 
and even, it is rumored, by more than 
one commission to assassinate him. 


A man of considerable attainments 


and wide erudition, he possessed also 
the gift of winning not only confidence, 
bnt sympathy. 
During his residence in 


Japan—where he went by the name of 
Iwata Shukaku, wore the Japanese cos- 
tume and spoke the Japanese language 
fluently—he made the acquaintance of 
many foreigners.—New York Telegram.

This he did 
in March, \vhoii tho innocent rnosquito 
papooses- were still slumbering uuhatch- 
ed iu tho mud arid ooze. Three weeks 
after tho sprinkling there remained a 
ticiim of oil over the area, and most of 
(ho hirvjr had been killed. During the 
summer following Mr. Howard's first 
experiment very few mosquitoes surviv- 
ed to niiuoy him. Tho next spring he 
repeated the sprinkling, and during the 
summer of that year ho had 110 use for 
mosquito nets.—Savannah News.
